Times, the ex-postmaster general is dis- 
posed to put in a plea of honesty for the 
gifted Brady. It is to be presumed that 
Mr. Key felt it incumbent upon himself 
to make a public statement with respect

A “Literary” Adventurer. 

A new species of humbug has devel- 
oped itself in the north, and with such 
success that it deserves a place among the 
current chroniclesof the day. Itis a hum. 
bug, too, that plies its particular vocation 
with an astonishing degree of versatility. 
Some time ago, a person representing 
himself to be Mr. James R. Randall, of 
Augusta, made a series of calls on the 
literary men of New York. He is de- 
scribed as a pale, long-haired, seholarly 
person, a glib talker, and with rather 
attractive manners. In ¢ ery instance 
this person wound up his visit by stating 
that his fands were rather low and re? 
questing the favor of a small loan. He 
succeeded in imposing upon men who 
ought to have known better. 
la one instance he con- 
fused Tue Constirrution. with 
the Chronicle and Constitutionalist, and 
alluded to the author of “Uncle Remus’’ 
as one of his editorial associates. That 
he should have succeeded in decejving 
the literary men is not so remarkable, 
because Mr. Randall bas not beer in 
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arly, fluent and impressive, and of some- 
what gaunt stature. The Augusta poet, 
on the contrary, is of rather full habit, 
and his conversation is full of the fire 
and animation that wait on humor and 
sensibility. His bair is not gray, nor 
would he apply to comparative strangers, 
no matter how friendly they might be, 
for funda. 

The humbug having worked Mr. Ran- 
dall’s name to profit, next appeared as 
Paul Hayne, the poet, and this fact 
gave rice to an exceedingly strange 
episode. Eighteen months ago, Mr. 
Hayne, while passing through New York, 
called upon Edmund Clarence Stedman, 
the poet and critic, and certainly there 
was no reason why the latter should be 
deceived. Nevertheless, the long-haired, 
accomplished humbug—evidently the 
same person who represented himself as 
Mr. Randali—called upon Mr. Stedman, 
and sent in a card bearing the name of 
Paul H. Hayne. He had even gone so 
far as to assume Mr. Hayne’s gentle 
cough. He knew all about the poet's 
plans, and finally succeeded in getting 
$12 from Mr. Stedman. Mr. Hayne prints 
a card in the Augusta Chronicle warning 
people against the swindler; but it is, 
probably, too late. He has by this 
time made the rounds of 
Mr. Hayne’s literary acquaintances and 
subjected them one and all to the gentle 
but embarrassassing tests of friendship. 

We allude to these things for the pur- 
pose of saying that people at the north 
who allow themselves to be swindled by 
humbnugs of this class do great injustice 
to the literary men an@ journalistsin the 
south. There is, of course, no sort of 
excuse for the remarkable gullibility of 
Mr. Stedman; but this much may be 
said, that whenever any person repre- 
senting himself to be a literary man or a 
journalist from the south goes to a com- 
parative stranger in New York or else- 
where for assistance, he may be put down 
as an adventurer. It is impossible to 
conceive of a contingency that would 
drive any southern literary man or 
journalist of repute to seek the assist- 
ance of comparative strangers in New 
York, 


The Paris Conference. 

The second international attempt to 
establish on a firm basis a bimetallic 
standard, is not getting on well. It does 
not now promise to be productive of 
much more than was the first attempt, 
namely,’a wilderness of views and points 
and statistics. A ponderous volume 
made up of such things, will, probably, 
be printed, as a monument to the other- 
wise fruitless conference. The conference 
has not, however, been terminated, and 
some of the advocates ot bimetallism are 
still sanguine that a compromise of 
divergent views will be found and 
adopted. It is difficult to see how this 
can be, while England declines to par- 
ticipate in the conference. She sends, it 
is true, a man to watch and report the 
proceedings of the conference, but she 
refuses to take any step that will lead her 
from a gold standard. This. policy has 
been adopted in opposition to her leading 
merchants and manufacturers, and con- 
trary to the interests of her vast Indian 
empire. Germany, too, clings to the 
gold standard, although she is willing to 
use her present stock of silver in subsi- 
diary coins. New England isthe world’s 
clearing house, its monetary center, and 
Germany is the greatest continental 
power. If these two nations refuse to 
adopt a bimetalic standard, it will not be 
practicable to give silver the steadiness 
and strength that is desirable. The 
United States and the Latin union can- 
not successfully put silver on a proper 
footing in relation to gold; but if gold 
continues to flow out of Great Britain 
and Germany, those two nations may 
shortly take another view of the matter. 

It is practically agreed that if any ratio 
is adopted at Paris, it will be thato 
154—a ratio that has long beenin useina 
good part of Europe. A silver dollar 
that weighs 15) timesas much asa stand- 
ard gold dollar contains exactly 400 grains. 
A silver dollar that weighs just as much 
as sixteen gold dollars contains 4124 
grains; and that is the standard—1 to 16 
—of all the silver dollars (not trade dol- 
lars) coined in the mints of the United 
States since the adoption of what is 
known as the Bland bill, in 1878. “nder 
that act about 80,000,000 silver dollars, 
legal tender ona par with gold dollars, 
have been coined. Now, if the Paris 
congress shall adopt the 154 or 400 grains 
standard, the United States, by recoining 
these 80,000,000 dollars of the 16 or 4124 
grains standard, will save 12} grains on 
each one of the 80,000,000. In other 
words, the saving will be 3} per cent., or 
$2,500,000. For our present $80,000,000 
we shall get $82,500,000. But this is an 
insignificant part of what we shall gain 
as the greatest producer of silver bullion 
in the world, and likely so to continue for 
many decades after the year 1900. Henri 
Cernuschi,a great authority on this ques- 
tion, asserts boldly that the 154 standard 
is the only one possible for an agreement 
between European governments. His 
argument is, that “to alter the 154 stand- 
“ard, Europe would be forced to melt 
“down milliards of gold and milliards of 
“silver;” which$will not be done; while 
on the other hand, to carry out the 15} 
standard, we Jshall only be compelled to 
recoin the $80,000,000 coined under the 
Biand act, and gain $2,500,000 by the 
operation.

An Atlanta correspondent of "‘Cotton,’’ a New 
York publication, as will be seen from tLe follow- 
ing, has exceedingly liberal views of cotton grow 
ing. The writer must be engaged in “building’’ 
railroad stocks as welles ‘‘bearing’’ the cotton 
market, for with a cropsuch as is suggested, the 
railroads wou!d be taxed to their uttermost capa- 
city to move it, and their stocks would of course 
show the effect of such a bulk of freight, in the 
Wall street quotations.

I know thatin this section there is 
much more cotton sul in farmers’ hands than 
there was at this date of last year, and I am in~ 
tormed that this is the case all through the south. 

As to the increased acreage this season, the 
replies sti.l reaching us from mauy sections of 
the whole south continue to affirm my assertion 
that there has been consikjerably more cotto 
planted this year than was planted in 1880. The 
amount of fertilizers inspected in Geo 
is 25 per cent greater than that to same 
year, as can be proved by application w the 
commissioner of agriculture at Atlanta. Under 
these Cc rcumstances, if the season of 188: is favor- 
able, ine crop may reach 8,500,009 bales; and, if 
we have next fall a picking season «qual to the 
wretched and unupréceden one of last year, the 
yield can scarcely fall below 7,500,000. Those 
who assert that the south cannot pick this larger 
quantity of cotion are ignorant of her resouices 
and capaci.y.

A BAD SCRAPE. 

A Negro Man Assaults two Negro Wo- 
men. And After Attempting to HKiil 
them. Tries to Kill Himseli, 

Atout 9o’clock last night a serious diffi- 
culty occurred on Formwalt street, near 
Jones, in which William Gilden, a negro 
boy, first attempted to killtwo negro wo- 
men and then himself. 

From the information obtained from 
those acquainted with the particulars of the 
affray aud the causes leading thereto, it 
appears that for some time past William 
Gilden had been paying court to Maggie 
Watson and that until recently matters 
had progressed so favorably that 
gn exchange olf rings had re- 
sulted, but last pight as Maggie, 
in company with Mollie Dean, was passing 
up Formwalt street towards her home, 64 
Formwalt, she was met by Gilden who, fur 
some cause not known, demanded his ring. 
To this request Maggie paid no attention, 
but continued the conversation with her 
friend. William, however, was not to be 
thus defeated, and followed the two 
women until they reached the yard in front 
of Maggie’s house. Here he caught. Maggie 
by the hand ard attempted to jerk her into 
the street, but Mollie prevented, and the 
women entered the yard, tollowed by the 
boy. Seeing her inability to rid _ her- 
self of her importunate lover, Maggie 
threatened him with the police and entered 
the house. Ina few seconds, however, she 
came out and with Mollie started to the 
station-house for the purpose of causing 
Gilden’s arrest. When near Whitehall 
street they saw Gilden again coming to 
wards them, and as he approached Maggie 
said, “keep away from me; I am going to 
have you arrested.”” To this Gilden replied 
by drawing apistol and saying, “‘you will 
never have mearrested.”’ The sight of the 
pistol frightened the women, and they 
turned to flee, but Gilden followed Maggie 
as she ran, and when close bebind 
ber fred. The woman continued to run 
for about thirty yards, when she fell. Gil- 
den then went up to her, and _ plac- 
ing the’ pistol against her head, 
snapped it several times, but 
without causing a discharge. Believing the 
weapon useless, Gilden then drew his knife 
and began carving the woman fearfully. 

Seeing her companion fall and suposinog 
her dead, Mollie ran up to 
her, when Gilden turned upon her 
and began another indiscriminate use of 
the knife. 

The noise of the difficulty drew a large 
crowd, and only the interference of the 
bystanders caused Gilden to cease his work 
and seek safety in flight. 

After Gilden had fled Maggie was picked 
up avd removed to her home, 64 Formwalt 
street, when it was ascertained that the 
ball had taken effect in the small of the 
back, just above the left hip, and 
had penetrated the kidneys, In 
addition to this wound, which 
Dr. Bob Westmoreland, the physician, c»n- 
siders a fatal one, Maggie bad a cut across 
the right temple about two inches long, a 
bad cut down the left arm near the shou! 
der three. inches long and as deep, a cut 
across the abdomen and an ugly cut across 
the cheek, making in all five wounds, three 
of which, to say the least, are dangerous. 

Mollie Dean wag diso badly cut across the 
left breast, down the left arm above the 
elbow, and across the rignt breast. Though 
one of these wounds is excéedingly 
ugly, none of them are considered danger- 
ous. 

Alex Lippell,a negro man,who attempted 
to pull Gilden away from Maggie was 
stabbed in the right leg above the knee, 

Assoon as Gilden had com pleted his 
work heran rapidly up Formwalt street 
to Jones down which he turned. His flight 
was discovered and rapid pursuit given, but 
Gilden had no icea of giving in and began 
tiring at his pursuers, When near the 
Rawson street bridge he was lost by 
his. pursuers, but after a short 
hunt was found concealed under the bridge 
and captured by Mr. Shehan and turned 
over to Captain Cennolly and Officers 
Weaver and Couch 

When caught Gilden wascovered with 
blood and claimed to be badly wounded. 
in his shoulder was a deep stab, his throat 
was badiy hacked and two ugly kuife 
wounds were found in his abdomen. He 
claimed that these were inflicted by Magzie 
Watson, though this is not known to be 
unirue, as no knife was found on the greund 
where the difficulty was had. 

Beb Tucker says that he saw Gilden knife 
himself as he was running, After his 
capture Gilden was taken to the station- 
house, where he now is in a dangerous 
condition. 

Dr. Bob Westmoreland, the -attend- 
ing physician, is of the opinion 
that Maggie Watson’s condition is exceed- 
ingly critical, and that Gilden is by no 
means safe, 

The other two wounded parties are only 
slightly hurt.

The Por:adok publishes a letter from Odessa 
which says that in consequence of disorders 
trade there and in the district is com- 
pletely paralyzed. Serious disturbances 
have occurred at Baka, in Caucasus, 
between the Russians and Mussulmans 
but the military restored order.
